under General George Patton. Pat- 
ton said "we were the fightingest Di- 
vision in the 5th Army." 

Seven soldiers of the original 128 
who went off to the war with Hartge 
came back .from it. "The rest were 
killed," he said. He barely made it 
home himself to return to work as a 
bricklayer. He had been wounded 
three times. The concentration 
camps that he helped to liberate also 
remain among his most vivid and 
lasting memories. 

Hartge has talked to school chil- 
dren of his experiences. He is one of 
many veterans who spend time with 
young people to teach them the his- 
tory of the past and the rituals of 
pledging allegiance to the symbol of 
the country their friends died to keep 
free. 

Although he enmc to the United 
States when he was 5 years old, he 
spoke the German language well 
and was able to.iise his knowledge 
or German in the second World 
War. 

"My father fought for the Ger- 
man Army in 1914 through 1918. 
Then, my two brothers and I fought 



against the German Army" in 1945. 
Some of his European family mem- 
bers were not pleased about that. 
Having seen what was there, their 
concerns did not bother Hartge. 

One of their most remembered 
post members is Floyd Horton, a 
World War I veteran who will cele- 
brate his 105th birthday in Novem- 
ber. He is currently a sharp-minded 
veteran at the Veterans Hospital at 
North Chicago. The post displays a 
photograph of Horton on the wall of 
their building at 75 North Avenue. 
He was photographed by jack Him- 
ber, a Vietnam War veteran. The 
photograph shows Horton saluting 
with the left hand. When asked why 
Horton was not saluting with his 
right hand, Jack Himbcr is said by his 
father, Al, to explain, "When you're 
as old as he Is, you can salute with ci- 
ther hand; but actually, he was 
wounded in his right arm and can't 
salute." 

It is not the only time to remem- 
ber. "People have been very gener- 
ous" in their donations on Poppy 
Day said Himbcr. It's another way 
to express remembrance.

Village counters zoning board 

Votes 4-1 against 
changing zoning 
on Depot Street to 
manufacturing

Antioch Village Trustees sided 
with neighborhood residents and 
voted to deny a zoning change from 
residential to manufacturing that the 
Planning and ZoningBoard had rec- 
ommended be approved. 

The property is 6.1 acres at 160 
Depot Street. The Planning and Zon- 
ing Board recommended to approve 
a petitioner's request to rezone the 
Nauseda property from R-l Residen- 
tial zoning to M-l Limited Manufac- 
turing zoning. 

Bob Silhan, Director of Planning, 
Zoning, and Building, stated after the 
meeting that the petitioners for the 
requested change "did not specify a 
plan so there is not a specific devel- 
opment proposal" for the property 
that is known by the village. 

About three dozen area resi- 
dents commented on the zoning 
change request before the trustee 
vote to deny was taken. 

the village board received a rec- 
ommendation from the Planning 
and Zoning Board with the require- 
ment that the requested zoning be 
subject to a special use requirement 
of a planned unit development. 



Such a stipulation would have later 
required the developer of the prop- 
erty to undertake traffic impact stud- 
ies with recommendations to mini- 
mize traffic impacts. 

There were four yes votes to. 
deny ( Trustees Larsen, Cunning- 
ham, Oldenburger, and Forestra), 
one vote opposed (Maravelas), and 
one trustee was absent (Weber). 

Wayne Sobczak of Realty World- 
Tiffany represented the petitioner for 
the requested change. He noted 
during his presentation that "We 
really see very few issues that ad- 
dress the impacts, of this property 
being rezbned, on the entire com- 
munity of Antioch and die good of all 
the people." 

Sobczak was quite specific in his 
summary of the merits of the pro- 
posed rezoning. He said, "M- 1 zon- 
ing appears on our comprehensive 
plan; it was something that was rec- 
ommended fay Vi J I age officials; it 
was som e t h ing we e n/oyed for m a riy 
many years on the property. We feel 
the impact on the en tire community 
would be actually positive because of 
the increase in tax revenues and no 
impact whatsoever on the schools, 
except a positive one." 

. Donald Schroeder, representing 
a group called Peoples Effort to Pre- 
serve Our Neighborhood, drew at- 
tention to arguments he had previ- 
ously raised at the hearings of the 
Planning and Zoning Board. "We're 
concerned with the quality of life and 
the property." He said, "a lot of the 
foliage that is there are endangered 



species as well as animals that are in 
the area." Sobczak noted that the 
Illinois Department of Natural Re- 
sources had provided a sign-off let- 
ter on the threatened and endan- 
gered species concern. 

Janet Reynolds expressed con- 
cerns about the safety of children 
with so many more drivers passing 
through the area. "The charm of An- 
tioch," she said, "is that it has cohe- 
sive neighborhoods where your chil- 
dren have been safe. You can have 
them outside; they can play in your 
front yard. It is a community. Now,' 
its got all kinds of people driving 
through who don't care about the 
community. They only care if they're 
•getting to the train on time." 

Sue Anna Scribner spoke of her 
concerns related to the dangerous 
vehicle traffic. "My concern is the 
safety of people who live there and 
bur children," she said. She described 
the large amount of foot traffic by 
high school students through the area 
and their potential danger from high- 
er levels of truck traffic volume. 

John McNeill expressed concern 
about the need for proper transi- 
tional land use between the residen- 
tial and manufacturing zones. Oth- 
er attendees suggested that existing 
vacant areas in the industrial parks 
be utilized first.' Land already zoned 
for manufacturing should be used, 
they said. 

Sobczak urged quick approval 
for the recommended rezoning. 
"Time is not on our side," he said of 
his concerns.

Three Anlroch schools have out- 
performed the evaluation criteria 
used to determine eligibility to re- 
ceive an Earth Flag award by the Sol- 
id Waste Agency of Lake County and 
the University of Illinois Cooperative 
Extension Service. 

"The schools here in Antioch 
have gone beyond the program," 
says Monica Duebbert, SWALCO 
program and volunteer coordinator. 
"They're not just meeting the criteria 
of the program, but arc going above 
and beyond in developing their own 
lessons and activities in recycling 
and waste reduction." 

William Petty School, Tor exam- 
ple, "recycled an amazing tonnage of 
paper," Duebbert said. It represent- 
ed a saving of 57 trees and "that's 
pretty amazing." 

In honor of this level of achieve- 
ment, Emmons Grade School re- 
ceived its Earth Flag from the Coun- 
ty Earth Flag Program at an assembly 
on May 16. The Earth Flag program 
is sponsored by SWALCO and die Ex- 
tension Service. 

The success at Emmons Grade 
School was attributed by Duebbert 
to Principal Cyndy Vandrush. "She 



has been the driving force behind the 
program. It has been a good pro- 
gram at this school because ii got the 
kids excited." 

So excited, in fact, that they did 
activities beyond the program re- 
quirements. One example was the 
demonstration of worm composting. 
Food scraps are placed in a media 
that contains hundreds of earth- 
worms. 

The hungry annelids consume 
the waste food and turn it into cast- 
ings,' or compost. Another example 
was the collection of cans from mar- 
ket day activities and vending ma- 
chine soda sales. The Emmons 
school raised $1200 from can recy- 
cling to purchase computer soft- 
ware. 

Support for the program extends 
beyond Antioch school walls howev- 
er. The Mayor or Antioch, Marilyn 
Shineflug, serves as a village' repre- 
sentative on the Board of Directors of 
SWALCO. "She's just been wonder- 
ful," says Duebbert. Shineflug came 
to the school to present the Earth 
Flag at an assembly in the school's 
gymnasium. 

At Emmons Grade School, stu- 
dent leadership was provided by the 
Student Council and the Earth Flag 
group.

According to Sergeant Thomas 
Braze of the Lake County Sheriffs De- 
partment, McCoy was squatting on 
the tracks near the dead end of York- 
house Road, and at the last minute 
jumped out of 'the way of an ap- 
proaching Amtrak passenger train 
on its way to Milwaukee. 

He was "clipped" on the left side 
breaking his arm which was already 
in a cast and fracturing his ribs. Braze 



said, one of the "boys ran to a nearby 
home to call for help. 

Newport Rescue responded to 
the scene around 10:22 p.m. Accord- 
ing to the report, McCoy was com- 
pletely conscious and alert when 
they arrived. 

He was initially transported to SL 
Therese Medical Center and was lat- 
er taken to Froedtert, via Flight for 
Life. 

Braze said McCoy could be 
charged with trespassing to private 
property, and disorderly conduct.

Thai is one innovation that makes 
these Mundclein fish lures a special 
premium, unique product according 
to company president Tom Wenman. 

"It's really very lively [bait]," Wen- 
man says. 

So is his business. He now oper- 
ates a 10-year old business that spe- 
cializes in the sale of a soft plastic 
worm. It is now available in stores 
throughout the Midwest, by mail or- 
der, and at the Country Comer in 
Mundelein and Triangle Sports in An- 
tioch.

catch fish such as Bluegffl, Bass, Crap- 
pie, and Catfish. "Most people use it 
for Bass and Walleye," he said, "but 
it's really effective on a wide variety of 
fish." He added, "some people have 
actually used these to catch Muskie." 

Wenman manufactures die worm 
and sells it ih rough distributors. Peo- 
ple outside the area of his distributor- 
ships, can purchase it by mail order. 
"We're doing OK," he says enthusiasti- 
cally of the business. He receives calls 
from all over the countiy and business 
continues to increase. 

Wenman says the experience of 
owninga business is "incredibly edu- 
cational. There's just so many things to 
*leam" about the business of fishing. 

There is "a whole new network of 
people to meet." He finds that fishing 
magazines are interested in what he is 
doingwith this lure. 

The worm is made of a very soft 
plastic "It is pre-rigged with three 
hooks. "The worm itself is not straight. 
We put two very tight bends in the 
worm in the manufacturing process. 
What that combination does is give the 
lure a corkscrew action in the water." 

It looks alive. 

The fish eat it up. 

Wenman also adds a powdered 
fish taste to the worm itself and adds 
a scent to the outside to help the 
product smell good for a fish. "There's 
not another one that I'm aware of on 
the market that puts fish flavor in a 
pre-rigged worm," said Wenman. He 
says that "it's much more lifelike than 
die harder baits," 

He uses it. "I'm a catch and re- 
lease fisherman," although he does 
keep a couple of walleye a year to eat. 

Fishing has been a love of his for 
as long as he can remember. The op- 
portunity to own and operate a busi- 
ness selling fishing equipment was a 
"chance to put together something I 
love with a business. This has been a 
goal for a long time." 

Single lure prices range from 
SI. 80 to $2.45, depending on size. 
They are 4 to 8 inches long. Little Ac- 
tion Mac lures come in such colors as: 
Motor Oil neon, Pumpkinseed Char- 
treuse, Ice, Watermelon n'seed, Char- 
treuse Flake, Smoke Bed Glow, and 
Firecracker. There are , of course, the 
more prosaic colors of Blue Purple, 
Red Purple, and Black. Custom color 
combinations are available. Mustad 
hooks arc used with low visibility 
green Tilene orStren 12 and 20 pound 
test line.

The original Skip's Fiesta Drive-In 
was at 1st and North avenues in Mel- 
rose Park and enjoyed a reputation as 
the kind of drive-in a cruiser had to 
arrive at in early afternoon to get a 
parking spot, according to Joe Beele, 
founder of the reunion car show. . 

"For most guys like myself, you 
drove through thedrive-in to show 
off your car and your date," he said.

If you are "expecting," plant a 
perennial, a shrub, or perhaps a 
rose bush. When the child grows 
you can show him/her the special 
plant grown in their honor. 

The garden is a special place. 
Share it with your children, make 
time now and your children will 
cherish the memories later.

'Streetcar' is a winner 



Stcppenwolf Theatre's timely 
revival of Tennessee Williams' 
"A Streetcar Named Desire," 50 
years after its original staging in 
New York City, attests to the endur- 
ing nature of this awesome, steamy 
play. 

Director Terry Kinney proves 
the wisdom that great stories bear 
retelling. 

Set in the late 1940s in a rough- 
and-tumble section of New 
Orleans, the drama is a case study 
of two strong egos. 

Actor Gary Sinese, a co-founder 
of the Steppenwolf Company, is 
convincing as the virulent Stanley 
Kowalski, a brutish, excitable "sur- 
vivor of the Stone Age." 

He's pitted against Blanche 
DuBois, his wife's bossy yet help- 
less sister who is at a dead end in 
her life. Laila Robins is stunning in 
the part, living in a fantasy world of 



her own creation ("I don't tell the 
truth; I tell what ought to be"). 

Other strong portrayals come* 
from Kathryn Erbe as Stella 
Kowalski, the peacemaker who is 
willing to roll with the punches 
(sometimes literally) and John 
Reilly as Mitch, who, to a point, 
overlooks Blanche's shortcomings. 

The scenic design packs a 
punch, too. The setting is a dingy 
two-room flat in the French 
Quarter, separated by a draw cur- 
tain. 

There's ornate exterior grill- 
work, immensely tall, narrow win- 
dows and a door that sticks all the 
lime.

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Parents ask how to handle child's adoption issues 



Ey ear Dr. Singer, We 
■ have two kids. One of 
m our children Is adopt- 
" ed (1 -years - old) . and 
the other Is natural (8-years- 
old.) We are concerned about 
both behavioral and emotional 
problems we have been seeing 
with our adopted child. We are 
hearing things from him like, 
"you love the other child more." 
This breaks our hearts since . 
naturally, we love them both 
equally. 

The other thing that has 
come up Is his desire to know 
more about his biological par- 
ents. We are afraid to let him 
know too much. We don't want 
to lose him one day. These days 
It seems too easy to happen. Do 
you ever work with people on 
adoption Issues and If so, can 
you give us some hints of howto 
look at and work with this. B.R. 

Dear B.R., 

1 work with adoption issues reg- 
ularly and do have some things I'd 
like you to know. First, understand 
that 1 have a great sensitivity to 
adoption and ail it involves, howev- 
er, I believe that there is a certain 
amount of behavior and comments 
from kids who have been adopted 
that reflects a desire to attain a goal. 
In plain English, 1 have met a lot of 
adoptive kids who have told me 
straight out that to get their way at 
home, they would say anything they 
needed to including (he comment 
you mentioned in your letter. This 
does not mean that all adoptive kids 
do this on a regular basis, nordoes it 
mean that if an adoptive child says 
these kinds of comments, that there 
arc no real feelings involved.

young emotionally to handle it. 

If your child wants to know 
things about his or her biological 
parents and background it is not 
necessarily an insult to you or your 
devotion. 

In fact, the kids I have seen, who 
get answers without hesitation and 
trauma are usually calmer about the 
whole thing than the kids who are 
resisted on that information. It be- 
comes more of a power struggle, in 
that the child feels that something of 
his belonging, namely his past, is be- 
ing held away from him. 

I will also say that in the families 
I have seen, the kids who are told se- 
lected information at a younger age 
have done better with it. 

For example, I saw a family with 
an 8-year-old who had known she" 
was adopted since the time she 
could talk and had had limited ques- 
tions answered about her adoption 
by age 8. She was fine with the whole 
thing and really had very little desire 
to Find her biological parents. Her 
comment was, "these are the people 
who have raised me since I was just 
about born and these are my par- 
ents." 



c 
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ne of the problems I have seen 

in working , with parent .and kids 
from adoptive homes is what 1 call, 

"over-ingratiating." This is where 
parents feel very sensitive to making 
sure that the adoptive child loves 
them as much as possible and what 
follows is a complete lack of holding 
that child responsible for any behav- 
ior. Anything the child wants, the 
child gets. 

1 have met with hundreds of 
families in this situation and find 
that the motivating thought behind 
this behavior is that someday this 
child will up and leave, to find the 
"real" parents if the child has not had 
every whim indulged by the adop- 
tive parents. This can cause a 
tremendous problem later in life for 
both parents and children. 

Both adoptive and natural chil- 
dren need to be able to survive as 
adults. This survival is dependent on 
meetingstandards and expectations 
as a child. If the child has had people 
catering to him or her during his or 
her childhood, that child will expect 
that the rest of the world will do the 
same and it just doesn't work that 
way. I will make some specific sug- 
gestions at the end of this column for 
how to avoid this or how to repair 
this if it is happening in your home. 

What about the emotional part? 
This is a tough one because you are 
correct in your assessment of the 
current climate of adoption in this 
country. The "Baby Richard," case 
was not long enough ago for anyone 
to have forgotten what occurred in 
that situation. The heartbreak was 
significant all around. I can only 
speak to what I have seen and heard 
from my own clients. 

First, I may be wrong, but I be- 
lieve that all past records are sealed 
and the child is not able to know any 
of that information, at least from the 
agency standpoint, until 18 years 
old. You would need to check with a 
lawyer on that one. Now I have seen 
cases in which the agency gives in- 
formation to a younger teenager 
upon significant request. When I 
| saw this done, it caused more harm 
t than good because the child was too 



Contrast that with a boy who had 
not been told he was adopted until 
10 years old and had had every re- 
quest for information denied in fear. 
He became very angry at his parents 
and exhibited signs of depression 
and acting out. 

I'm certainly not recommending 
any specific age that you should be 
"telling your child or answering ques- 
tions. You know your child better 
than I do and you also know the his- 
tory and what is appropriate and in- 
appropriate to tell. You need to use 
your better judgment; 

I would highly suggest that any 
significant discussion that gets done 
about this issue be done in connec- 
tion with some type of counseling, 
especially if you arc feeling unsure or 
afraid of how to approach it. 

The child does not necessarily 
have to see the counselor, but to get 
some direction you should do that. 
Certainly, if the child wants to be in- 
volved in that or if there are serious 
behtivioral or emotional concerns, 
the child should be in counseling 
too. 

Here are some guidelines that I 
have found to work well with fami- 
lies I have worked with: (These are 
only guidelines and you should real- 
ly seek professional help if you have 
questions or concerns about any 
step you are planning to take.) 

1. Make sure that when ap- 
proaching any behavior, you have a 
behavior program set up so that 
nothing is ever subjective, only ob- 
jective. In other words, if you have 
program with known rules that 
everyone needs to follow and they 
are posted in plain view with appro- 
priate consequences and privileges 
based on those rules, there is very lit- 
tle room for interpretation and thus 
very little room for comparing of bi- 
ological to adopted kids. 

If you qre unsure of what con- 
■ stitutes appropriate consequences 
and privileges, you should seek 
counseling. 

2. Make sure to treat all children 
in your home equally. 

3. Do not play the extortion 
game. Do not allow any children in 
your home to get things from you by 
threat of anything including leaving, 
finding real parents, etc. If you give 
in to that kind of extortion, it will 
only grow. Make sure to deal with it 
appropriately up front. 

4. Do not give more to gain favor. 



What you will gain is a large problem 
later. 

5. If questions are asked about 
biological parents or backgrounds, 
do not panic. Do not let your child 
see you looking rattled about it. If 
you need more time to think, let the 
child know in a calm way, that you 
will gather the information you feel 
is appropriate and then will present 
it to him. 



I 



f you shut him off in a panicked 
way, he will get the message that his 
feelings about this are unimportant 
to you. He will also see that it is a way 
to push your buttons and that will be 
used again. He will also feel a need 
to protect his own dignity by push- 
ing it harder, thus your power.strug- 
gle. 

After he asks and you tell him 
you need to gather information, this 
is the time to see the counselor on 
your own and get some help with 
how to pursue this. 

6. If you are noticing the child 
having emotional problems around 
this issue, get counseling immedi- 
ately. 

7. This is the hardest one of all. 



Many adoptive parents have a worst 
fear in common. The fear that the 
child will eventually find the biolog- 
ical parents and decide to go. 

I don't know how often this ac- 
tually happens, but I do know that I 
have seen kids research the biologi- 
cal parents and find them a couple 
times. 

It will relieve you to know that in 
the times I have seen it, the child 
found the biological parents through 
under-ground ways (want ads, In- 
ternet, eta,) but each and every time, 
once they found them and got ques- 
tions answered, they came back and 
were content to be where they grew 
up. I think most kids don't want to 
leave. 

It's more about a curiosity and 
need for knowledge. In the case 
where the older child (post 18) leaves 
and doesn't come home, there is a 



point in time where all parents have 
to say, "we did the best we could," 
and hope they make the right deci- 
sions. 

This is why the above comments 
are so important now. Have a good 
level of expectations and respect in 
your home and the rest follows. . 

8. Above all, if you are unsure or 
feeling like there is a big problem 
brewing, get help now. If you are in- 
terested in speaking further about 
this please call me.

accents from yard to house 



If you'd like to turn your landscape into a 
lomescape, try a cutting garden. Cutting gar- 
iens may contain just about any plant, tree, 
thrub or flower, as long as it's suited to grow 
[n your environment. And, the cuttings will 
^tighten your home for the entire growing 
season. 

Cutting gardens are relatively new to the 
lUnited States, but they're rapidly increasing 
Ijn popularity. They add natural color and 
(beauty to the landscape while growing out- 
doors and, once cut and moved indoors, add 
| warmth and personality to any household. 

Growing a cutting garden is a unique 
practice because the garden is grown specifi- 
cally to be cut and brought indoors for deco- 
ration, Oncestarted, it is not difficult to main- 
tain. But, it is important to start out right with 
healthy seedlings that are suited to your 
environment, fertile soil, ample sunlight and 
regular waterings. 

Planting the cutting garden 

As with any garden, only plants suited to 
your soil and climate will grow with health 
and little maintenance. Check with a local ex- 
tension agent for a list of flowers, shrubs, trees 
and any other plants that are well-suited to 
your region. Then, select a variety of plants 
from this list. If you're limited on garden 
space, select a few flowering plants with col- 
ors that coordinate with the interior of your 
house. A few colorful favorites that grow 
around the country are marigolds, zinnias, 
baby's breath, black-eyed Susans and gerani- 
ums. 

Once you've selected the plants for your 



cutting garden/you must select a good planti- 
ng site and prepare the soil. For flower beds, 
choose a site that receives at least six to eight 
hours of sunlight a day. The soil should drain 
well and be rich in nutrients. To organically 
add nutrients to the soil, apply three to six 
inches of peat moss or compost and a bal- 
anced organic fertilizer over the soil . Then, 
till or spade the area to a depth of eight to 12 
inches. 

Now that the soil is ready, spread a land- 
scape fabric over the bed. Experts recom- 
mend one that blocks sunlight and helps the 
soil retain moisture, such as WeedBlock by 
Easy Gardener. When the fabric is in place, 
cut small x's or circles in the fabric, then plant 
the seedlings directly into the soil. Water the 
seedlings weekly, about one to one and 
one-half inches, to ensure healthy growth.. 

Cutting the cutting garden 

Once your plants reach maturity, they can 
be cut for indoor arrangements. But, before 
you head out to the garden, gather a pair of 
gloves, a sharp floral knife or scissors, and a 
clean bucket half-filied with lukewarm water. 

The best time to cut plants and flowers is 
early morning or early evening. Each stem 
must be cut at an angle then immediately 
placed stem-down in the bucket of water. Try 
to cut flowers with at least 10-inch stems, so 
that you can trim them as needed for your 
arrangement. 

When you've collected all the plants and 
flowers you want, Carry your bucket of cut- 
tings inside and spray them with an 
antitranspirant spray, such as Plant Saver by 



Easy Gardener. Spraying freshly-cut plants 
and flowers with Plant Saver will ensure water 
retention and reduce stress on plants after 
they have been cut, helping them stay and 
look fresher longer. 

Then, allow the flowers to stand in deep 
water in a cool place for several hours or 
overnight. 

Before arranging, trim each stem again, 
this time holding it under water while you cut 
Cut it at a sharp angle to allow more surface 
area for water to enter. 

Arranging fresh flowers 

Before making your cutting arrangement, 
thoroughly clean your vase with bleach, then 
rinse it well. If your vase is large, you may 



want to place floral foam in the bottom to 
bold the stems in place. 

Begin by filling your vase with room 
temperature water. The first flowers to use 
should be the tallest and the primary color in 
the arrangement. Always use odd numbers of 
each flower or color to create a strong, visual 
pattern. 

Once the larger flowers are in place, add 
the secondary flowers of coordinating colors. 
Finish the arrangement by adding small ac- 
cents, such as baby's breath, ornamental 
. grasses or evergreen clippings. 

Then, place your arrangement anywhere 
in your home where it will receive plenty of 
fresh air, sunlight and praise from all who see 
it.

In February 1997, the Bell Federal 
Bank of Chicago reported Lake Coun- 
ty lead the housing construction starts 
in the collar counties with 37 homes 
under construction with a projected 
value of $5.4 million. A year earlier, 
Lake County recorded 43 new home 
starts during die month of February. 

An update to the county's frame- 
work plan in 199-1 changed property 
zoning of many undeveloped parcels 
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to better control future growth. 

But the plan also endorses the 
need for growth and sets goals to 
achieve. 

In housing, the plan indicates, 
"Lake County would lead the Chica- 
go region in providing a full range of 
housing types and prices available to 
all segments of the region's popula- 
tion." 

Under terms of the plan, the 
county hopes to offer developers in- 
centives for creating developments 
near existing transportation centers. 
It also points out that changes to 
school funding are necessary to en- 
sure school district boundaries 
would not be economic barriers be- 
tween communities. The state legis- 
lature is currently grappling over 
plan for school funding reform. 

But, how do politicians control 
housing quality? 

"Villages have a right to plan, but 
the land owner also has a right to de- 
velop his property," Pappas said. 
"We have to have zoning laws and 
building regulations in place that 
protect the land owners, the neigh- 
bors and the village." 

Lake County Board Planning and 
Zoning Committee Chair Pam New- 
ton agrees with Pappas' statement. 

"We have to have the people in 
place to ensure builders have a stan- 
dard to adhere to," she said. It is one 
driving force behind the county's 
unified development ordinance due 
for public hearings this summer. 

The ordinance addresses the

need for tighter control of zoning 
and the mixing of open space within 
a development commonly referred 
to as conservation development. 

"I think you can label most 
politicians in the county as voting for 
economic development, not pro- 
growUi or anti-growth" Newton said. 
"We want dialogue with builders and 
developers and we want to be able to 
reach compromise and how the 
county should look in the future." 

One Gurnee home builder says 
consumers are the key to controlling 
growth as well. 

"Builders will continue to put up 
cookie-cutter subdivisions, quickly as 
long as consumers are willing to buy 
them," said Derek Lidstrom, who 
builds custom homes. "The price of 
land is adriving factor in the way sub- 
divisions end up looking. Land in 
Lake County is at a premium and that 
increases the price of homes substan- 
tially. Many builders will not sacrifice 
profit for aesthetics, especially if con- 
sumers don't demand it and munici- 
palities don't regulate it."

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Des Plaines plan 
taxpayer friendly 

More taxpayer friendly: is the best way to characterize 
the difference between the Des Plaines River flood 
control plan offered by the County of Lake than the 
federal government approach that requires forest 
preserve land already brought and paid for by the citizens. 

The county plan not only utilizes more private property to be 
purchased with mostly federal monies, it also stresses storage 
in low areas, making it more environmentally friendly as well. 
There also is a huge cost difference. County officials have es- 
timated that Des Plaines flooding can be controlled for an esti- 
mated $60 million while the federal approach, incorporating a 
network of reservoirs, levees and berms would require an out- 
lay of about $80 million. 

Forest preserve officials said the fed plan, drawn by the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers, would require 1,000 acres of forest 
preserve land. The county plan, devised with assistance from 
the state, utilizes only 205 acres of forest preserve. Although 
both plans are meant to accomplish the same end, the county 
plan for taming the Des Plaines seems much preferred.

Terry Link (D-Vernon 
Hills) has gotten himself into 
with residents of Knollwood, 
an unincorporated commu- - 
nity that frequently chafes 
living in the shadow of Lake 
Bluff. The well-meaning 
freshman solon is sponsor- 
ing special legislation to 
make it easier for Knollwood to 
incorporate. "Leave us alone," re- 
torted a group of Knollwoodites 
who fear tax hikes under incor- 
poration. Now Link will have to 
mend fences, legislative old- 
timers advise.

Time running out to preserve land 



The DuPage County Forest 
Preserve is adding a refer- 
endum to the November 
ballot asking for $75 million 
to buy land. With the rate of devel- 
opment in DuPage, their commis- 
sioners feel this is their last chance 
to buy any land at all. DuPage Forest 
Preserve currently owns 22,500 
acres, about 1 1 percent of the land 
in DuPage County. 

In Cook County, the Forest Pre- 
serve owns 67,700 acres, also about 
11 percent of the land. 

The Lake County Forest Pre- 
serve owns 20,246 acres— a mere 6.9 
percent of the total land in Lake 
County. We must not be fooled by 
the illusion of open space— alt that 
farmland we drive by is not going to 
be undeveloped forever. Unless we 
change our present course, when all 
is said and done, we will have signif- 
icantly less open space than any 
neighboring county. And those 
neighboring counties are not neces-' 
sarily even good examples of open 
space preservation. 

The problem is not with the 
poputace— in 1993 Like County 
voters approved a $30 million refer- 
endum for the purchase and main- 
tenance of forest preserve land, and 
we consistently vote out of office 
the more egregious "pave it over" 
offenders. Despite these clear sig- 
nals, forest preserve purchases have 
fallen precipitously in the last six 
years. Lake County stands in the en- 
viable position of having money to 
spend— of that referendum, ap- 
proximately SI 5 million or the $20 
million earmarked for land pur- 



chases remains. 

The longer we wait, the fewer 
good parcels will be available, and 
the higher the price for them will be. 
The Lake County Conservation Al- 
liance encourages the Lake County 
Forest Preserve District to complete 
the purchases mandated with the 
1993 referendum.

agency restricted status is taken seri- 
ously by die Village of Wauconda. 
This agency action is not an every- 
day occurrence and by agency stan- 
dards is of great importance. The Vil- 
lage ofWauconda knowingly sub- 
jected citizens, our lakes and tribu- 
taries to public health hazards that 
include raw sewage releases and po- 
tential chemical contaminants from 
the waste site. 

To many of us, this should be a 
celebrated victory. Unfortunately, it 
is difficult to celebrate with the his- 
tory of violations and lack of com- 
mitment to resolve this public 
health hazard that has been plagu- 
ing our community for decades. 
Newspaper articles date back to the 
early 1970s and continue through to 
the 1990s. Although some public of- 
ficials and appointed offices may 
have changed over the decades, 
many are still the same. Most no- 
tably is the village appointed engi- 
neering firm, Baxter and Woodman. 

The mere fact that the village 
has released raw and partially treat- 
ed sewage into Bangs Lake and trib- 
utaries of Slocum Lake, several 
times without notifying citizens, 
should be of primary concern to all. 
The actions of the village and history 
speak for itself, this could very well 
happen again. Public health hazards 
are a most serious matter and de- 
serve far greater respect and com- 
mitment to complete resolution, 
than we have seen for the last three 
decades.

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More nominees 
for hall of fame 

A month ago in this comer I 
kicked around the idea of 
a just-for-fun, fantasy hall 
of fame for western Lake 
County. After all, Waukegan has a 
Walk of Fame honoring comedian 
Jack Benny, science-fiction writer 
Ray Bradbury, football great Otto 
Graham and painter Phil Austin. 

But how about us out here in 
the 'burbs? Shouldn't our stars of 
sports, entertainment and the arts 
have a Valhalla of their own? 

I am not especially a fan of fame 
halls; after all, I've never been 
named to one. A lot of my old high 
school and college friends have 
been lionized, however. As I like to 
point out, they're all in "Who's Who" 
and I'm still in "Who's He?" 

For my Lakeland make-believe 
hall of fame, history buffs, librarians 
and old-timers helped me gather 
these names for starters: actors Mar- 
lon Brando and Richard WIdmark, 
both of whom spentsome of their 
younger years in Libertyville; actress 
Ann-Margret, who came to Fox Lake 
from Sweden in 1949 at the age of8; 
author Gerald DiPego, a graduate of 
Round Lake High School; baseball 
star Brett Butler of Libertyville; foot- 
ball player and professional wrestler 
Jim McMillen, of both Grayslake and 
Antioch; and professional golfer Fred 
Hawkins of Antioch. 

Readers of that article a month 
ago came up with three more candi- 
dates: lay Hook, Tom Wittum and 
Billy Klaus, all sports stars. 

Hook, of Grayslake, pitched In the 
big leagues for eight years and was a 
regular starter some 35 years ago for 
the Cincinnati Reds and a new team 
back then, the NewYark Mets. 

Hook's career record included 
only 29 wins against 62 losses, but 
he pitched for some lousy teams. 
The 1962 Mets, with whom he had a 
dismal 8-19 record, won only 40 of 
their 160 games. 

The immortal manager of those 
miserable Mets was Casey Stengel. In 
a book titled, "Stengel: His Life and 
Times," author Robert Creamer 
wTote: 

"Stengel liked Jay Hook but want- 
ed the Northwestern University grad- 
uate to pitch more aggressively, to 
loosen up the hitters at the plate in or- 
der to be more effective. When Hook 
didn't, Casey said, 'I have the smartest 
pitcher in the world until he goes to 
the mound.' " 

Tom Wittum now works for 
Grayslake High School as a physical 
education teacher, curriculum coor- 
dinator and a coach in football and 
baseball. He was an all-around ath- 
lete at Round Lake High in the late 
1960s. The Chicago White Sox drafted 
liim as an infielder but Wittum opted 
for a baseball scholarship at Northern 
Illinois University. 

However, as a football "walk-on," 
he became NIU's punter and later 
kicked for seven years for the San 
Francisco 49ers. He was all-pro in 
1974 and 75, averaging more than 43 
yards per punt. 

One of his best pals from those 
days is Steve Spurrier, a former 49ers 
quarterback who now is the head 
coach of the mighty University of 
Florida Gators. 

Billy Klaus, born in Fox Lake in 
1928, played major league baseball 
for 1 1 years, mostly as a shortstop 
with the Boston and Milwaukee 
Braves. In his best years, 1955 and '56, 
he played for the Boston Red Sox and 
hit .283 and .271. 

His kid brother, Bobby Klaus, also 
made it to the big-time briefly, playing 
second base for Cincinnati in 1964 
and for the Mets in '65. His "cup-of- 
coffee" career batting average was a 
mere 208. 

But that's OK, Bobby. There's still 
plenty of room in "Who's He?" Wel- 
come to the club.

We've discussed 
finding good people in previous 
columns, so we'll keep this one fo- 
cused on getting new employees up 
to speed quickly. 

Here are some tips for getting 
new hires started off on the right 
foot. You should include these basic 
elements in your indoctrination 
plan. They will help new folks de- 
velop a positive attitude about your 
company, have more enthusiasm 
and become productive quickly. 

• Make them feel at home. The 
first day at a new job may be the 
most important. Most employees . 
arc anxious about their first day. 
They are wondering if this is the 
right job? Will they like, and be liked 
by, others who work there? Will 
they be good at this job? 

At is important to give the new 
employees assurance and put them 
at ease. It Is also important to rein- 
force the benefits of working for you 
and your company. 

An employee checklist can cov- 
er many of the areas you wish to 
discuss on the first day and during 
the first week. You should include 
introductions, company history 
and goals, location of necessary fa- 
cilities, company policies and rules 
and who to call in case of emergen- 
cies. 

This orientation process should 
include a summary of company 
benefits, pay periods, hours, breaks 
and safety information. Give the 
new employee plenty of time for 
questions. 

• Don't expect too much too 
soon. While you may need your 
newest employee to be productive 
immediately, this seldom happens. 
Give Ihem time to adjust to their . 
new environment and routine. You 
and odier employees set the tone 
by your example. Use your best em- 
ployees to work closely with your 
newest hire when you can't be 
nearby. 
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live them good directions. 'Die 
most frustrating time for new em- 
ployees may be the period wherein 
they don't know exactly what to do. 
They may either do the wrong thing 
or do the right thing in an incorrect 
way. Clearly define what you expect 
and the results you want. Put your 
instructions in writing if necessary. 

• Stay in close contact. Don't 
just give them good directions; fol- 
low up. Give them the opportunity 
to ask questions and seek your ap- 
proval. By staying in close contact 
you can nip problems in the bud. 
You can also correct negative be- 
havior before it becomes a bad 
habit. 

• Add responsibilities gradually. 
Your goal is to allow each employee 
to grow and assume responsibility 
as quickly as possible. However, 
each employee has a different com- 
fort level when undertaking new
